8. Young, of Nevada, wants the 
modest appropriation of $10,000,000 for 
the establishment of a National Nor- 
mal School. Nevada is nothing if not 
magnificent. She does nothing cheap- 
ly. But before the patien accepis the 
invitation to spend §10,000,000 on a 
Normal choo! it may be well to ask 
what itis to getfor it. It is probable 
that the school would be expected to 
turn oat college profes-ors. Ordinary 
teachers are provided with sufficient 
training in the excellent ivstitutions 
maintained by the States. The 
national school, of course, would have 
a higher curriculum, but people who 
had received its elaborate training 
would not care to do plain teaching at 
$50 to $100 a month. But an institu-

Resolved, That it is the sense of 
this Institute that teachers be al- 
lowed at least two days in the year 
to visit other schools, in order to 
see others’ methods,

from this source. After some dis- 
cussion of matters of minor import- 
ance, the audience arose and sang 
the Doxelogy.
